Lieuten- 
ant Gilmore, Eusigu W. H. Standley 
and a boat's crew were sent up the 
river from Baler Bay to communicate 
with the Spaniards, the town being 
some distance inland. Ensign Staud- 
ley, who lauded at the month of the 
river, reports that he heard three 
volleys, a bugle call aud cheers from, 
up the river, but that tho automatic 
gun which was a part of tho equip- 
ment of the boat was not heard firing. 
Standley paddled later to tha York- 
town in tha canoe. A search was 
made for the Yorktowu's boat and the 
crew, but no trice of them was found 
and the Yorktown sailed for Iloilo,

OUT OF THE PAST. 


Some beautiful frescoes have recent- 


'y been discovered in the Church of tho 
Frari in Venice. They had been cov- 
ered with whitewash in the seventeenth 
century. 


A massive silver goblet weighing-over 


two pounds has recently been found at 
Windiscb, the old Vendonissa, in the 
Clinton A.irgau of Switzerland. The 
goblet had been hidden with great care, 
probably by some Jtoman soldier. The 
work shows a warrior in armor with 
a Mercury and au os. 


An interesting discovery has recently 


been made in the Palace of the Senators 
at Home, usually known as the capitol, 
For several (lays workmen had been 
employed to remove a wall which 
showed signs of weakness and in the 
course of the demolition a number ol 
medieval frescoes were discovered, the 
colors being extremely well preserved. 


Naples' Castel Nuove, the strong-hold 


of the Angevine kings, lying- between 
tbe royal palace and the harbor, Is at 
last to become visible by the removal 
of the inclosing walls and shops built 
up uyainst them. Under tho Bourbone 
the castlo-was used for a dungeon for 
political prisoners and many of them 
were shot in the castle ditch without 
the formality of a trial. 


Tbe first ruins brought to light in 


Ihe island of Mile- are those of an an- 
cient acropolis; there were also dis- 
covered the structure of three towna 
each built over the other, and two o: 
them, as indicated by the style of the 
frangments and vases, belong to the 
Mycenean era. The third lies next to 
the rock. The acropolis belongs to the 
island epoch before the introduction 
und development of Mycenenn art. The 
excavations are regaa-ded as very im 
portant. 


A few months ago the Italian nrchne 


ologist, Sig. Francesjjmi, discovered in 
the Church of Santa Croce, Florence 
Italy, the tomb of Lorenzo Cihibertl, the 
designer of the 
famous baptistery 


gates. lie also found at a later tim< 
in the Convent Church of Sant Am 
broso six famous graves containing the 
remains of the Florentine sculpto 
Mino of Fiesole; Andreadel Verroeehio 
the Florentine sculptor, goldsmith and 
painter, who was the master of Leonar 
do da Vinci; Simons Pelluiuolo, Andrea 
Sansovino, tho sculptor; Granaccl am 
Leonardo Tasso.

INCREASE OF IMMIGRATION. 


The latest immigration statistic:, 


show a markeJ increase over tho rec- 
ord o£ several preceding years in the 
matter o£ European immigration. Tho 
increase dates trom thu closing or 
hostilities between this country atul 
Spain. 
There was a decided drop iu 


the number of immigrants coming to 
this country soon after the inaugura- 
tion of hard times under tho Cleveland 
administration, aud a couipaiatively 
small uutnber of immigrants lauded j 
hero up to the time of the war and 
pending actual hostilities. Since then 
there has beeu a rapid increase, as 
shown by the records of the commis- 
sioner of immigration. 
For the six 


months ended December 8, 1897, 
the 


total number of arrivals wns 39.175, 
compared with a total immigration of 
125,283 for the six months ended De- 
cember 81, 1898, an increase of about 
20,000. The great increase for that 
period began in August of last year, 
just about the tima of the announce- 
ment that hostilities had ceased. The 
statistics show a marked decline in

immigration and a corre 


spending increase of arrivals from 
Italy and Russia. The statistics fo:

"A new proposition" is 
essentially a city phrase, and there has 
been a recent variation of it in the local 
(expression, "a cool proposition," a 
phrase intended to describe the sclf- 
confldence of a thoroughly sophisti- 
sated person.

afterward extended, "he has wheels n 
his head." The man with wheels in hi; 
head was a demented inridiiual; the 
man with a wheel in his head was ;i man 
who was eccentric on one theme or sub- 
lect. It is a peculiarity of local ex- 
pressions in common use in large cities 
that, not hating the sanction of 
grammatical recognition or any real 
permanence, they change and are 
changed from time to time. GO that ssch 
an expression does not decline m popu- 
larity until all the possible shnnges 
upon it have been rung, and then it is 
roted obsolete and makes \\ ay for some- 
thing else. After ^hc occasional altera- 
tion of the anginal e\pression relating 
to wheels, it w.is found desirable to 
substitute for it something more nearly 
up to date, and so the iMiri out expres- 
sion, "There are rats in his attic," 
gained acceptance. Another \eiy pop- 
ular expression noondays and one like- 
ly to become still more popular in the 
future (for a time, nt least) is "noth- 
ing doing." By that is meant that mat- 
ters are, or hate become, at a standstill, 
and it is an answer which covers many 
words of detailed explanation—a con- 
clusion briefly put, and obviates much 
talk.

Khubarb Jam.—Peel and cut the rhu-

iarb and leave it 24 hours to extract 
the juice.

He mentioned as one of them the 
erm 'watt hour.' Xow, this is quite 
mple. The watt is the unit of electric 
ower. It means the power developed 
hen 44.25 foot-pounds of work are 
one per mlaute, or .7375 foot-pounds 
er second. A foot-pound is the amount 
f work required to raise one pound 
ertically through a distance of one 
oot. When this la figured down so as 
o be defined in horse-power, which is 
nderstood by everyone, it can offer no 
ifficulty; and if anyone to whom the 
vord watt is puzzling will remember 
hat a watt is the l-740th of a horse- 
ower he will have no more uncertainty 
bout it. Having gotten so far, it is an 


graduation of the 'watt hour,' 


vhich is the term employed to indicate 
he expenditure of an electrical power 
f one watt for an hour. 
In other 


vords, the energy represented by a 
vatt hour is equal to that expended in 
aising a pound to a height of 2,654 feet. 
Vn even easier way of fixing it is to re- 
member that two watt hours corre- 
pond almost exactly to raising a pound 
o a height of one mile. 
The understanding of such terms 


ipens out some very curious facts to 
he uninitiated. For instance, a certain 
[ry battery, weighing 0.3S pounds, was 
icnown to yield 130 watt hours. If this 
orce were applied to raising the bat- 
ery itself, it would lift it to a height of 
jver ten miles. Again, in one hour the 
energy translated in an ordinary 16 
candle-power lamp weighing about an 
ounce would raise that lamp to a height 
of 400 miles at a velocity of nearly seven 
miles per minute. Yes, it pays a man 
:o expend a little pains on mastering 
:he ordinary electrical terms."—St, 
Louis Globe-Democrat.
